In ordor to give herself 
a two-foot drop, she placed a table, and on 
thet a chair, under tho noose. . Having 
adjusted ‘the nooso, she kicked away tho 
chair, and, drawing up her feet to avoid the 
table, she succeeded in breakivg hor neck, 
and so dying instantaneously. All this had 
been done in the night, for the body was 
cold when found.
